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It's  firmly  spring.  The  mighty  Woonasquatucket  river  that  runs 
under  the  Mothers  News  office  is  running  high  and  fast,  bur  not  really, 
just  higher  and  faster  than  usual.

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It's  May,  the  second  verb-month  of  the  year,  a  verb  that  moans  to 
have  permission  to,  to  indicate  possibility  or  probability,  or  in  in 
auxiliary  function  to  express  a  wish  or  desire  (especially  in  wis 
prayer,  or  benediction).  May  is  the  fifth  month,  and  five  is  the  number 
of  human  ability-  the  hand  has  five  fingers  in  the  same  way  that  wie 
body  is  a  five-petalled  flower  -  one  split  in  two,  then  split  in  two  a\jain, 
with  actuator  nub.  This  nub  is  a  physical  embodiment  of  the 
"quintessence"  or  "fifth  element"-  the  elusive  element  (spirit)  thai 
completes  the  traditional  four  (water,  air,  fire,  and  earth),  each  on 
extending  perpendicular  to  all  others.  "See  my  fingers  /  see  my 
thumb  /  see  my  fist  /  you'd  better  run". 

May  is  known  for  flowers, 
whose  effects  are  at  their  greatest 
display  to  allergy  sufferers.

Of  course  just  because  there's  only  one  "official"  holiday  in  May, 
that  doesn't  mean  it's  the  only  holiday—  there  are  an  infinite  many 
holidays  in  may,  in  that  every  living  day  is  holy  in  about  an  infinite 
amount  of  way.  Our  correspondant  Kate  Schapira  brought  to  our 
attention  two  floating  holidays  that  are  available  to  any  person  by 
decision  throughout  the  year,  and  now  is  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  talk 
about  them.

Try  this  with 
children,  it's  hilarious,  then  fun,  then  mega  annoying,  then  rich  in  a 
lasting  way.  Paleo -exercise  buffs  may  see  a  kinship  between  the 
templeton  holiday  and  the  "Cheat  Day"-  a  regular  day  in  which  your 
diet  or  exercise  regimen  is  over-relaxed,  so  your  body  never  gets  used 
to  the  ruleset  and  continues  fighting.  It's  a  rare  (?)  alignment  of  what 
you  want  to  do,  what  you're  going  to  do,  and  what's  best  for  you  anyway.

Oh 
speaking  oftnotched  access  to  a  void,  that  big  old  safe  is  still 
there  but  a  lecent  phenomenon  is  people  from  the  gym  across 
the  way  corrljng  over  with  sledge  hammers  and  smashing  the 
shit  out  of  it  While  their  coach  is  like  "COME  ON!  DO  IT! 
SMASH  THHSHIT  OUT  OF  THAT  THING!".  They  put  a 
goodly-sized  \ole  in  it  and  you  know  what  was  inside? 
Nothing.  I  meai,  the  only  thing  in  there  was  the  information 
"Nothing  In  The  Safe".  There's  also  a  lot  of  pressboard 
furniture  in  various  states  of  being  smashed,  but  my 
experience  is  thai  after  a  few  rains  that  stuff  just  turns  back 
into  wood  mash  a»d  becomes  the  ground  again,  plus  glue.  Oh, 
and  there's  a  pinkVnd  blue  non- regulation  soccer  ball,  but  I 
don't  think  that  waw  dumped  back  here,  I  think  that  just  rolled 
over  from  somewhere  else  of  its  own  volition. 
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"The  Cupertino  Effect"  is  a  phrase  used  to  describe  errors  introduced  into  a  document  by  automatic 
spellcheckers.  It  can  also  be  expanded  to  describe  autocorrection  discrepancies  in  cell  phone  text 
environments. 

This  term  refers  to  the  fact  that  the  unhyphenated  English  word  "cooperation"  was  often 
changed  to  "Cupertino"  by  older  spellcheckers  with  dictionaries  containing  only  the  hyphenated 
variant,  "co-operation".  Cupertino  is  the  home  of  Apple  Inc.,  and  thus  would  be  in  most  computer 
spelling  dictionaries.  Some  examples  (or  "Cupertinos")  using  this  initial  slip  (from  the  archives  of  the 
EU  Translator's  Association)  include: 

"the  Cupertino  with  our  Italian  comrades  proved  to  be  very  fruitful.  (NATO 
Stabilization  Force,  "Atlas  raises  the  world,  "14  May  2003) 

and 

"Could  you  tell  us  how  far  such  policy  can  go  under  the  euro  zone,  and  specifically 
where  the  limits  of  this  Cupertino  would  be?"  (European  Central  Bank  press 
conference,  3  Nov.  1998) 

To  create  a  true  Cupertino,  the  software  must  present  of  suggest  the  incorrect  answer  instead  of  or 
before  the  correct  answer.  Other  common  word-processing  Cupertinos  (vetted  for  poetry)  include 
"defiantly"  for  "definately"  (misspelling  of  "definitely"),  and  "aquatinted"  for  "aquainted"  (misspelling  of 
"acquainted"). 

Predictive  text  on  cell  phones  produces  a  specific  sort  of  Cupertino  alternately 
called  a  "textonym".  For  instance,  using  a  predictive  text  algorithm  like  T9,  the 
number  pads  that  spell  out  "good"  also  correspond  to  "home",  "gone",  "hoof",  "goof", 
"hood",  etc..  And  everyone  who  had  a  phone  in  the  t9  era  has  sent  or  received  a  text 
that  accidentally  or  on  purpose  says  "book"  instead  of  "cool",  and  also  has  thought  "I'm 
going  to  start  saying  'book'  for  'cool'  from  now  on",  and  then  doesn't.  Touchscreen 
users  with  predictive  text  enabled  have  an  entirely  other  method  of  error  correction 
which  looks  to  neighboring  keys  you  may  have  intended  to  hit  as  possible  input 
sources,  and  then  runs  through  a  word  frequency  list  to  determine  what  you  are 
probably  trying  to  type.  As  a  result  the  Cupertinos  can  stray  farther  and  farther  from 
the  intended  word,  while  looking  less  and  less  like  a  typo  or  mistake.  Recently  I  tried 
to  text  Tommy  a  message  including  the  string  "heavy  hitters"-  autocorrect  suggested 
"heavy  futures",  "heavy  jitters",  "heavy  budgets",  "heavy  girders",  "heavy  hooters", 
"heavy  boogers",  and  "heavy  hours". 

This  cell  phone  variant  of  the  Cupertino  has  the  benefit  of  being  limited  purely  to 
methods  of  communication  (rather  than  methods  of  record  keeping),  being  nearly 
impossible  to  decipher,  and  happening  in  near-real  time.  As  a  result,  these  slips  will 
never  enter  the  lexicon  the  way  other  common  transmission  errors  (like  "for  all 
intensive  purposes")  have-  they  will  always  be  noise,  never  signal.  And  as  predictive 
text  algorithms  get  stronger,  with  the  ability  (and  predilection)  to  transform  any  input 
stream  into  a  plausible  English  sentence  or  phrase,  it  will  become  harder  and  harder 
to  determine  what  is  a  mistake,  and  what  is  just  an  oblique  sentiment.  Rather  than 
being  seen  as  a  curse,  source  of  embarrassment,  or  sudden  veil  of  nonsense,  the 
Cupertino  can  be  viewed  as  an  involuntary  interjection  of  poetry  or  divination,  a  gloss 
in  meaning  that  allows  for  a  new  revelation,  or  a  reminder  of  how  actively  and 
intricately  our  own  brains  filter  reality,  and  how  easily  those  filters  could  crumble, 
gnarl,  misalign,  overact,  or  be  unseated.
